centage of alcoho! allowed in so-called 
“on-intoxicating beers, but it is said 
that it is already arranged that this 
shall be two per cent. The present 
liquor act alloWs 2 1-2 per cent. The 
act does not prohibit the use of liq- 
vor in a man’s own house, or importa- 
tion from any place Gutside the prov-

Paris, April 20,—Freneh troops took 
the offensive last night in the Verdun 
region, on the right bank of the 
Meuse, The war office announce.

captured parts of German trenches, 
occupied a redoubt, and took several 
hundred prisoners. 

The text of the stutement says: 

“In the Argonne, ut Haute Chevaeu- 
che, there has been some mine werk
